REVENUE BILL IS 
REVISED TO KILL 
“TAX ON TAXES

Corporations Are Paying Twice 
On the Same 
Money 


IS A LOSS-OF $40,000,000 


Hope is Expressed That The 
Bill Will Bring In 
Needed Revenue 


WASHINGTON, May 23—The Sen­ 
ate Finance Committee, in another 
stormy session, agreed yesterday to 
eliminate from its compromise corpo­ 
ration tax plan a “tax on ttfxes.” 
It was estimated this decision would 
mean a loss of $40,000,000 in revenue. 
Chairman Harrison (D., Miss.) said 
the bill, as altered, should raise at 
least $529,000,000 more than existing 
law. 
To that would be added $100,- 
000,000 expected from a “windfall” tax 
on processors, who evaded payment of 
Agricultural Adjustment Administra­ 
tion levies. 
The tax on taxes would have re­ 
sulted from the fact that money used 
to pay a projected flat 18 per cent tax 
on total corporation income, since it 
would not have been distributed to 
stockholders, would have been subject 
to a seven per cent levy on undis­ 
tributed corporation earnings. 
President Roosevelt wants Congress 
to provide $792,000,000 additional rev­ 
enue annually for three years and 
$620,000,000 annually thereafter. 
Harrison said he hoped the bill in 
ultimate form would bring in the rev­ 
enue sought by tho President, indi­ 
cating changes might be made to that 
end. He said: 
“I hope we can keep from increas­ 
ing the personal income tax rate, but 
that keeps bobbing up.” 
He spoke also of a possibility of re­ 
adjusting income surtaxes upward, as 
well as lowering exemptions of indi­ 
vidual income tax-payers. 
Ile said he expected to report the 
bill out of committee Monday after­ 
noon and take it up on the Senate floor 
late next week.
